A volume might be written with the 
utmoſt eaſe, deduced from the tiature 
of things, and, from the actual hiſtory 
of mankind at large, to prove the mul- 
titude of evils both of body and mind, 
that encounter a ſtate of perpetual celi- 
bacy and abſtraction from fexual de- 
lights. But as I write not profeſſedly 
on this ſubject at preſent; I ſhall leave 
the deſcription of theſe evils and incon- 
veniences to thoſe who are beſt ac-

quainted with the humours and caprices 
of mind, the defects and debilities of 
the corporeal functions, which are daily 
witneſſed in convents of the ſeverer 
orders of nuns and friars in Roman 
Catholic countries, and in the domeſtic 
circles of bachelors and old maids, in 
countries where fuch- orders are pro- 
hibited; and ſhall paſs on to the conſi- 
deration of thoſe. evils and calamities 
which naturally accrue from a conduct 
diametrically the reverſe; the exceſſive 
and more eſpecially the too carly indul- 


gence in venercal Far and gratifi- 
cations. | 


And here let no man ok me an 
enemy to the rational pleaſures, the in- 
termingled bliſs of ſexual delights; ſuch. 
as, for the wiſeſt purpoſes, the Almighty 
Parent. has created our bodies, mutually 
to give and receive, and has deſtined us 
e to poſſeſs.

| The 1 3 of antiquity, | 
who have tranſmitted their names to us 
with the higheſt renown, and who will 
be read * admired whilſt letters and 
ſcience retain their influence, have de- 
ſeribed the evils that are occaſioned. by 
the abuſe of amorous pleaſures, under 
the title Tabes Dorſalis. Hippocrates 
ſays, that this diſorder ariſes from ſome 
defect in the ſpinal marrow, Voung 
married people Who have formerly i in- 
dulged in illicit amours, and thoſe of 2 | 
laſcivious diſpoſition, : are particularly 
afflicted with it. They have. no fever, 
and, though they eat well, they fall 
away and become conſumptive. They 
feel as if a ſting or ſtitch deſcended from 
the head, along the ſpinal Marrow.

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Every. time they $0 go to ſtoel, or have 
occaſion to urine, they” ſhed! a great 
quantity of ſeminal liquor. They are 
incapable of procl cation, thaugh they 
frequently dream of the act Wy coition. 
Walking, particularly in rugged paths, 
puts them out of breath, ha weakens 
them; occaſioning a heavinefs in the 
bead, and noiſe in the ears, which are 
fucdeeded by a general maraſmus, and 
ſometitmies à violent fever whieh ter- 
minates their days. Such are the words 
of Hippocrates, which' correſpond with 
what Actius ſays upon the fatne ſubject: 
Young people have the air and appear- 
ance of old age. They become frail, 
effeminate, benumbed, lazy, ſtupid, 
and incapable of any action. Their 
bodies : are bent from debility, and their 
legs are fivelled from the ame cube,

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culation of the thighs, which made 
this unfortunate man ſuffer ſuch ex- 
cruciating pain, that his countenance 
was entirely diſtorted, and he was 
ſeized with a flow fever, which, by 
degrees, conſumed him; but not ſo 
faſt as he deſired; and he was in ſuch a 
fituation, that he frequently invoked 
death before he was ſnatched from his 
miſery.” | To theſe opinions, we thall 
add that of the celebrated Gabms, in 
bis Pathelogical and Medicinal Inſti- 
tutes: An early emiſſion of feed is 
not only prejudicial by reaſon of the loſs 
of a moſt uſeful humour, but like- 
wiſe by a repetition of the convulſive 
motion by which it is diſcharged; for 
the higheſt pleaſure is followed by an 
verfal reſolution of the natural 
powers, Which cannot frequently take 
place without deſtroying all the ſtami- 
na of the conſtitution. Beſides, the 
more the ſtrainers of the body are 


drained, the more humour they draw 
* to

to them from the other parts, and the 
juices being thus conveyed to the geni- 
tals, the other parts are impoveriſhed. 
Hence it is, that from exceſſive venery 
ariſe laſſitude, weakneſs, numbneſs, a 
feeble gait, head aches, convulſions of 
the ſenſes, but eſpecially of the ſight, 
and dulneſs of hearing, an idiot look, 
a feveriſh circulation of blood, exſicca- 
tion, leanneſs, a conſumption of the 
lungs and back, and want, of all maſ; 
culine powers, "Theſe evils, are in- 
creaſed, and become incurable by rea- 
ſon of a perpetual itch for pleaſure, 
which nevertheleſs the inclinations of 
the mind, as well as the paſſions of 
the body, ſtill deſire ardently; from 
whence it follows, as before obſerved, 
that they have obſcene dreams j in ſleep, 
and the prong parts, upon every ſlight 
occaſion, have an ineffectual tendency 
to ſtiffen, and the quantity of replaced 
ſemen will be diſcharged from the 
relaxed cells (however ſmall, it becomes 

a burthen

4 burthen and a ſtimulus) by the ſligheſt 
efforts. Thus it is, that theſe n 


bring ſuch Prior el the flower of 
our youth. * 


Such then are the ſentiments of theſe 
great men at different periods, upon the 
conſequence of too violent ſeminal 
emiſſions; and, to illuſtrate what has 
been premiſed, it will be neceſſary to 
pay ſome attention to the importance 
of this liquor, with reſpect to the well- 
being of the whole human machine. 


Tt may, with truth, be ſaid, that our 
bodies are in a continual. ſtate of 
decay; to fepair this waſte, natnre has 
furniſhed us with nutrition, by aſſiſtance 
of aliments, at due times introduced 
into the ftomach, but whenever this 
fupply of food is wanting, or is con- 
verted to any partial purpoſe, and not 
to the general nutrition of the body 
at e our frame muſt neceffarily 

decay

decay much faſter, and more quickly 
ſink into a ſtate of extreme debility,

cuations are the moſt F. ee cont 
of this debility; for our bodies are ſa 
conſtructed, that for the aliments to 
acquire the degree of preparation ne- 
ceſſary for the reparation of general 
ſtrength, a certain quantity of humour 
muſt be previouſſy ſecreted, and con- 
ſtantly at hand. If this condition 19 
wanting, if the debilitated ſtomach 13 
incapable of performing its office, the 
digeſtion and concoction of the aliments 
are imperfect in proportion, as the de- 
ficient humour happens to be of a more 
elaborate kind, or of greater importanes 
to animal ECONOMY. 


The ſeminal liquor has ſo great 
an influence upon the corporeal powers. 
and upon perfect digeſtion; which re- 
pairs them, that phyſicians of all ages 
have been unanimouſly of opinion, 

that

that the loſs of an ounce of this humour 
would weaken more than that of forty 
ounces of blood.” An idea may be 
formed of its importance, by obſerving 
the effects it produces as ſoon as it be- 
gins to be formed; the voice, the phy- 
fiognomy, the features of the face 
change, the beard grows, and the body 
often takes another appearance, becauſe 
the muſcles acquire a thickneſs and 
firmneſs, which form a ſenſible differ- 
ence between the body of an adult per- 
fon, and that of a youth not yet arrived 
at the age of puberty. 


Theſe changes are prevented by de- 
ſtroying the organ which ſerves to ſe- 
crete the liquor that produces it; and 
Boerhaave obſerved, that the amputa- 
tion of the teſticles, at the age of viri- 
lity, made the beard fall, and effeminate 
the voice.

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There are humours, ſuch as peripi- 
ration, which. quir the body the mo- 


ment they are N from the 
een veſſels.

There are Nan boch 23 urine, 
which after this ſeparation, are re- 
tained for a certain time in the reſer- 
voirs deſtined for that purpoſe; and 
from whenoe they do not iſſue till they 
are collected in a ſufficient quantity, to 
excite an irritation upon theſe reſer- 
voirs, which mechanically cauſe them 


to empty themſelves. There is a third 


ſort, which are ſecreted and retained in 
the manner of the ſecond, in reſervoirs, 
not with the deſign of being completely 
evacuated, but to acquire on theſe re- 
ſervoirs à degree of perfection which 
qualifies them for freſh functions, when 
they return into the maſs of humours. 
Such, amongſt others, is the genital 
liquor. Being ſeparated in the teſticles, 
this liquor raiſes from hence in a pretty 
ERA : long 
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long canal into the veſiculæ ſeminales, 
1s continually, reſorbed by the, veſſels 
adapted for that purpoſe, and is gra- 
dually reſtored to the maſs, of humours. 
Many evidences might be produced t6 
demonſtrate this fact; amongſt others, 
for inſtance, the ſecretion of the ſemi- 
nal 1 liquor in A healthy man, 18: Con- 
ſtantly made in the teſticles; it repairs 
to the reſervoirs, the limits of Which 
are very conſined, and cannot, per- 
haps, contain all that is ſecreted in a 
day. There are, nevertheleſs, ſome 
reſeryed and continent men, Who havo 
no (evacuations of this kind for many 
months; in theſe, it muſt, therefore, 
return into the veſſels of circulation, 
which is greatly facilitated by the ſtruc- 
ture of the organs which aſſiſts in the 
ſecretion of this humour, in conveying, 
it into the proper channel; and in pre- 
ſerving it. The veins are there much 
more conſiderable than the arteries, and 
in proportion not to be found cliewhere.,

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This being the caſe, eunuchs. muſt 
neceſſarily be, in many reſpects, defi- 
cient in their animal ceconomy; but if 
they are incapable of the advantages 
that are derived' from the abſorption 
of this liquor, they are, on the other 
hand, not deprived of that precious 
part of the blood which is allotted for 
ſemen, and, of ' courſe, they are not 
liable to thoſe changes which are oc- 
eaſioned by the prepared ſeminal liquor; 
nor are they expoſed to thofe diſorders 
which ariſe from the privation of this 

humour unprepared. When the firſt 
is not ſeparated, the animal machine 
will be deficient in thoſe ſuccours which 
it derives from the prepared ſemen, 
without being” liable to the alterations 
which depend thereupon; but this can, 
in no reſpect, weaken; if, on the one 
hand, it gains nothing, ſo, on the other, 
it loſes nothing; the body of an eunuch 
; may, therefore, in this reſpect, be con-

| Whilſt I have been Wants 1 * 
tating. on various natural: ſubjects, ſays 
this profeſſor, ſuch as the human body, 
the ſtructure of it, its motion, its hu- 
mours, &c. I imagined that amongſt 
other things, the genital liquor well 
deſerved to be carefully examined; and, 
by enquiring into the nature, the con- 
ſtituent parts, the veſſels, receptacles; 
and ſecretion, of it, I have recollected 
ſome things concerning its motion; 
not that which is e jaculatory and ex- 
cited in coition, or by another . filthy 
titillation; ; nor its own.;private.and ms: 
teſtine motion, Which, that it muſt: - 
have, we ate pretty ſure of, from! the 
ſpiritous and ſulphurous particles it 
abounds with; but the motion I mean, 
is a progreſſive one, from its receptacles 
: B 3 back 
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back again into the mufs of the blood; 
and ſeveral circumſtances have induced 
me to believe and aſſert, that there 
ms is. ſuch a motion, till ' fuch time 
as the contrary ſhall be plainly and 
evidently demonſtrated to me. To get 
ſome light in this matter, I peruſed 
various authors, both ancient and mo- 
dern, philological as well as anatomical, 
but to little or no purpoſe, for IJ have 
been ſcarce able to find any thing in 
them concerning this progreſſive or 
curculatory motion, except in Hippo- 
crates, in his book De Genitura, from 
whoſe words we may conclude he was 
of this opinion, as he ſays, « As foot |

"bits theſe words it is Erieht, that 
| Hippocrates' has made mention of this 
progreſs of the ſeed into the body; whilſt 
he affetts, that by this ſame feed: the fleſh 
and outward ſkin are rarefied; that the 
beatd and hair on the pubes might come 
through, - becauſe there is a paffage made 
for the feed; which; before the years of 
puberty, and in eunuchs, is yet ſtopped 
ip. Rolfinch juſt hints at it, and at the 
ſame time detues the circulation of the 
ſeed, as will appear from his words: 

The ofteritatidus name of circulation, 

gives no reſt to the curious; the ſemen 
ſeems neither to circulate within nor 
without the teſticles; the vigour which 
the teſticles add to the body ought not 
to be aſcribed to their bulk; but to their 
power; yet I will not deny, that fome

Secondly, the change that is obſerved 
in the temperament "of the body after 
caſtration, is a corroborating evidence 
of the progreſſive motion 6 the ſe- 
men; for it is manifeſt; that animals 
when their teſticles are taken away, 
grow fatter, are more languid, and leſs 
courageous. This in all ages has been a 
fact ſo notorious, that there is not a gre- 
garious male animal maintained, to ſa- 
tisfy the wants or the luxuries of man, 
but has been obliged from time imme- 
moral to ſubmit to the ſavage practiſs 
of caſtration, that his food may be eaten 
with greater reſt, unleſs indeed he be 
fithply preſerved for the purpoſes of pr6- 
pagation; It is Hkewiſe, amofig other 
things, to be obſerved, that in eunuchs 
the pain of the beard-and ptivities does 
not fall off before caſtration; and that 
if it is not on the chin, at the time of 
the operation, and other parts, it never 
will appear in the ſame manner as it 
does upon thoſe who have not under- 
: gone 
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1 
gone this. The privation of virility 


likewiſe changes the voice, which be- 
comes more ſharp after ſuch privation, 


It is reported of ſtags that are fit for co- 


pulation, that if immediately after ſhed- 
ding their horns, which fall off every 
year, they are deprived of the powers 
of procreation, no new horns will grow 
in future, 


| | Who reports this and when? Let the 
author's Name be mentioned ; are not 
theſe. two laſt diſeaſes the ſame?; This 
motion and exiſtence in the blood of the 
ſeed is moreover proved from the rank 
ſmell of ſome beaſts, and the taſte in 
the fleſh of others, as, alſo from the 
ſtated period on which their defire of 
copulation. returns. What becomes of 
all this ſeed? Where is it hid when thoſe 
animals do not couple with their fe- 


males? Therefore to ſay that no ſecre- 
tion of ſemen is made, is ſpeaking 
againſt all reaſon and experience. Or-

gans are ſet apart for that ſecretion, 
which according to the laws of nature, 
are conſtantly employed in their office. 
And there is a perpetual ſupply of mat- 
ter, or arterial blood, from which the 
ſeed 1s ſeparated. We are likewiſe 
taught by experience, the preſence of 

ſeed in male and adult animals who 
have never been caſtrated, at all times. 
Whenever an animal is diſſected, the 
ſeed bags will appear turgid with recent 
ſeed... 1 am, moreover, of opinion, that 
if the ſemen did not circulate in the bo- 
dy, it would be utterly: impoſſible for 
unmarried men to abſtain from fornica- 
tion, by reaſon of the continual increaſe 
of ſeed, and the inceſſant irritations it 
would otherwiſe occaſion to abominable 
luſt; not to mention the various and 
moſt dangerous diſorders it would pro- 
duce by its ſuperabundance, if it could 
not be any way diminiſhed, except by 
copulation. It is true, that a man may 
diſturb and injure the motion of the 
ſeed, 
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ſeed, by exceſſes, in diet, and various 
meats, and liquors, that either augment 
the quantity of ſemen. too much, ren- 
der it ſharp, or elſe obſtruct. the veſlels, 
and ſo cauſe a corruption and ſtagnation 
of the ſeed, and an acrimony contra- 
dicted from thence, ought ſometimes to 
be reckoned amongſt the morbific cauſes 
of a furor utermus, periapiſin, and ſaty- 
riaſis. This is evident from what has 
often been obſerved in women troubled 
with the Furor uterinus; namely, that 
upon rubbing the pudenda with muſk, 
or ambergriſe, or giving them clyſters 
of the ſame kind, great quantities of 
ſpermaceti liquor are diſcharged, with 
immediate relief to the patient. From 
what has been ſaid, I think it is mani- 
teſt, that the ſeed, from its veſſels, re- 
turns into the blood, after its ſecretion, 
and from the blood is again (Tegreted: into 
the Je ſperm vellels. 


The 
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The whole of the interior as well as 
che exterior part of the hody, is covered 
with abſorbent veſſels: hence, the chyle 
is abſorbed from the ſtomach and intel; 
tines, and paſſes, into the thoracii duct, 
and from thence. again into the general 
circulation of the blood: hence, 1 in drop- 
lical complaints, the moiſture of the air 
is by the ſame proceſs contiqually enter- 
ing the poxes of the ſkin, and enlarging 
the cavity of the abdomen, or the cel. 
lular membrane univerſally ſpread over 
the body: and hence in many large ab- 
geſſes, where the pus is deep, fas the 
quantity conſiderable, we frequently lee 
the tumour ſuddenly diſperſed, and an- 
other tumour immediately formed in 
{ome neighbouring ſituation; ; or the pus; 
forming the tumour, may perhaps pads 
off, in conſequence of the action of the 
Some abſorbent or lymphatic ſyſtem, by 
the inteſtines, the urinary veſſels, or or 
even the veſſels ſegreting g the caliva i into 
the month; this operation of nature is 
termed 
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termed by phyſicians tranſlation or me- 
taftaſis. It is the ſame proceſs, and the 
action of the ſame ſyſtem of veſſels, dit- 


tributed around the proſtrate gland, the 


vaſa deferentia, and the tunica albu- 
ginea of the tiſtis, that produces the re- 
abſorption of the ſeminal viſcus into the 
blood veſſels, and ſerves as an effectual 
anſwer to the queſtion which has fo 
often been propoſed by phuyſiologiſts, 
« where are the paſſages through which 
the ſemen returns to the blood?” 


But though in this. manner we are 
acquainted with the cauſe of action in 
ſach tranſlations and changes of poſition, 
we know not the expreſs laws by which 
it is guided, or the reaſons why,. in any 
change or tranſlation it ſhould prefer one 
fituation or poſition to another : we can- 


not predict on the ſudden diſperſion of a 


tumor, whether it will be a morbid or a 
falutary diſperſion; or whether the mat- 


tex contained therein when thus re-ab-

There 
are myſteries in medicine, as well as in 
philoſophy; and it is more laudable to 
avow our ignorance openly, than to 
ſereen it under long words of no mean- 
ing, or hypotheſis of no foundation in 
nature. It is impoſſible by any general 
laws which have yet been diſcovered to 

account for the phenomena above taken 
notice of; and ſtill more impoſſible is it 
to aceount for the paſſage which many 
hard ſubſtances take after having been 
ſwallowed, ſuch as pins, necdles, and

The celebrated Hoffman tells 
us (in his book De Morbis et Eximia 
Venere) that a young man of 18 years 
of age, who had frequent connections 
with a ſervant girl, was on a ſudden 
ſeized with a weakneſs; and a general 
tremor in all his limbs, his face became 
red, and his pulſe very weak. He was 
relieved from this ſtate in an hour's 
time; but an inceſſant languor continued

Monſieur Savage has given us a. very 
extraordinary inſtance of a man, who 
was ſeized with a ſpaſm in the very 
middle of enjoyment, whereby his 
whole body became ſtiff, he loſt all 
ſenſation and memory, and the fit 
continued _ him for twelve years. 


Thus we find that . indul- 
gence in amorous pleaſures does not 
only produce languiſhing diſorders, but 
frequently thoſe of an acute and violent 
nature, and it conſtantly impedes the 
cure of complaints derived from another 
ſource. Hoffman, after ſpeaking of 
the dangerous effects of amorous plea- 
ſure for thoſe who: labour under 
wounds, confiders thoſe riſks which 
perſons run, by addicting themſelves 
to it, who are frequently afflicted with 
fevers. Upon this occaſion, he quotes 
an obſervation of Fabricius de Hilden, 
who fays, that a man having copulated 

with 
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with a woman the tenth day after a 
pleuriſy, Which had terminated on the 

ſeventh, by abundant perſpiration, was 
ſeized with a violent fever, and imme- 
diate trembling; and died on the thir- 
teenth day. He alſo relates, that a man 
of a gouty diſpoſition, much addicted 
to women and wine, who fancying him- 
ſelf cured of a pleuriſy, was, imme- 
diately after coition, ſeized with a 
violent trembling all over his body, 
extreme fluſhing in the face, attended 
by all the ſymptoms of the diſorder 
which he thought had been expelled, 
but which returned with much greater 
violence than at firſt, and he was in 
far greater danger. He alſo mentions 
a man, who never yielded to venereal 
exceſſes, without having an intermitting 
fever for ſeveral days. 


If ſuch then are the fatal accidents 
produced by the exceſſive indulgence of

E have already. ſeen the con- 
current teſtimonies of the 
moſt eminent phyſicians, with regard 

to the fatal conſequences of exceſſive 

indulgence in amorous . pleaſure in a 

natural way; the ſubject of this ſection 

is the conſideration of the ſtill more 
direful effects of ſeminal diſcharges in 
an unnatural channel; for, as a cele- 
brated philologiſt obſerves, The loſs 
of too great a quantity of ſemen in the 
natural manner, is attended by very 
dangerous conſequences; but they are 
_ ſtill 
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ſtill more areadful, when the ſame 
quantity has been diſſipated in an un- 
natural manner; for the evils which 


happen to thoſe who waſte themſelves 
in a natural way, are very alarming, 


but thoſe which are occaſioned by ſelf- 
pollution are ſtill more ſhocking.” 


It would, indeed, be of very inſig- 
nificant conſequence, in a phyſical ſenſe, 
whether this evacuation was occaſioned 


by either of the methods I have ſtated, 


if they are alike pernicious, but the 
manner is, in this reſpect, equal to the 
ſubſtance. Sanctorius points out to us 
the cauſe of the peculiar evils ariſing 
from ſelf-polution. He ſays, * mode- 
e rate coition is ufeful, when nature 
« ſolicits for it; when it is ſolicited by 
e the imagination, it weakens all the 


4 faculties, particularly the memory.“ 
This may be very clearly exemplified; 
when we.are.in a ſtate of health, we 
have no: afnorous deſires, but when 


the 
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the viheule ſeminalts are replete with a 
quantity of liquor, which has acquired 
ſuch a degree of thickneſs, as to render 
its return into the maſs of blood diſfi- 
cult; and. in theſe circumſtances, when 
an evacuation takes place, ve may be 
partly certain, that the corporeal frame 
will not thereby ſuffer any ſenſible 
diminution of ſtrength. But ſuch is 
the ſtructure of the genital organs; that 


they are actuated, and the | ſucceeding: 
deſires are animated, not only by the 


preſenee of the ſuperabundant ſeminal 


humour, but alſo by the imagination, 


which having great influence upon theſe 
parts, may, by being obcupied with 


laſeiviqus deſires, give them ſuch a daſs! 


poſition, as to create theſe. deſires, the 


gratification whereof is the mare per- 
nieious, in proportion as t is unnexeſſary 


to the welfare of the body. Theſe: 


organs, like the others, are never pro-

Parents and re- 
i lations, who ſuperintend their introduc- 
tion into life, do not confider how early 


theſe natural operations take place; that 


if they are thinking of a huſband for a 


daughter, they are conſulting rather the 
force of his pocket, than the ſtrength of 
bis conſtitution, and the rilk a young. 
woman is liable to, in having intercourſe 


with a man before marriage. It were 


to be wiſhed, that parents would conſult
